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TlgRE  will  be  sincere  pleasure  through- 
out British  Columbia  today  that  the 
human  and  economic  loss  of  a prolonged 
shut-down  in  the  logging  camps  and  mills  is 
coming  to  an  end.  The  very  fine  efforts  of 
Chief  Justice  Gordon  M.  Sloan  in  that  connec- 
tion have  proved  to  be  the  bridge  over  wh'ch 
sharp  and  factual  differences  are  being 
brought  together  and  so  cancelled  out.  There 
Is  credit  on  both  shies  of  the  argument:  to 
the  unions  for  amending  their  burdensome 
requests,  and  to  the  lumber  operators  for 
being  willing  at  last  to  go  that  final  foot 
beyond  which  they  did  not  plan  to  budge.

barring  minor  and  technical  details,  the  long 
stoppage  of  Work  comes  to  an  end.  and  the 
most  primary  of  all  British  Columbia  in-  * 
dustries  spins  its  wheels  again. 

Having  rediscovered  the  path  of  co- 


operation. there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that 
both  labor  and  management  will  now'  hold  to 
it.  and  that  these  temporary  expedients  will 
be  ratified  by  a more  permanent  and  lasting 
solution  In  due  course.  By  reason  of  the 
settlement  winch  follows  Mr  Sloan's  personal 
invitation  to  both  sides  of  the  dispute  to  join 
hands  on  middle  ground.  British  Columbia  is 
the  richer  today  in  that  a vast  drain  on 
homes,  families,  factories,  camps  and  busi- 
nesses has  been  closed,  and  in  its  place  the 
flow  of  forest  revenue  will  recommence. 
That  is  one  boil  the  fewer  in  British  Co- 
lumbia's economic  picture,  one  more  reason 
for  hope  and  not  for  concern.  In  the  full 
spirit  of  the  settlement,  all  parties  should  let 
bygones  be  bygones,  and  turn  a united  fate 
to  the  future!  It  will  be  a better  future,  in 
consequence.  * 


Denouement  Soon 


ON  Thursday  of  this  week  the  return  of 
election  writs  will  he  in  the  hands  of 
the  province,  and  subject  only,  to  judicial 
process  a finality  will  have  been  written  to 
Rritish  Columbia’s  confusing  election  of  June 
12.  As  it  would  now  appear,  applications  for 
court  recounts  in  certain  constituencies  may 
and  probably  will  have  been  brought  to  a 
termination  before  that.  *o  that  the  writs 
most  likely  will  convey  the  final  composition 
of  the  Twentv-Third  Legislature. 

It  is  reliably  reported  that  Premier  John- 
son lunched  privately  at  Government  House 
yesterday,  while  the  resignations  of  himself 
and  his  cabinet  have  been  in  readiness  for 
some  time.  No  move  was  made  to  hand  in 


the  cabinet's  resignation  yesterday,  and  the 
deputy  provincial  secretary  — an  essential 
witness  at  such  a ceremony — was  out  of 
town.  So  it  seems  that  the  government  is 
following  established  prec«*dent,  and  waiting 
for  the  return  of  the  completed  election  writs. 

This  course  is  sound,  and  is  the  one  that 
constitutional  procedure  has  suggested  from 
the  ktart.  Entirely  aside  from  polities. 
Premier  Johnson  has  conducted  himself  ablv 
In  a very  trying  situation,  and  has  himself 
been  a steadying  factor  in  a very  disturbed 
and  upset  period  in  provincial  political 
history  By  contrast,  the  rows  breaking  out 
in  some  civil  service  quarters  are  Ill-timed 
and  much  out  of  plate  at  this  time. 


An  Outstanding  Event 


IT  will  be  a long  time  before  Victorians 
forget  the  1952  Navy  Day.  an  event  which 
made  up  in  pageantry  for  the  lack  earner 
this  vear  of  the  traditional  May  24  spectacle.

These  were  many 
and  varied  to  a degree  that  would  astonish 
most  onlookers  and  suitably  impress  them 
with  the  intricate  technical  nature  of  modern 
naval  life. 


Out  offshore  in  formidable  array  were 
some  of  the  ships  on  whose  state  of  readiness 
this  community  depends  for  its  safety,  n 
reminder  of  the  stern  days  we  live  in  and  of 
the  need  to  keep  our  armed  forces  at  full 
pitch  against  all  emergencies.  From  be- 
ginning to  end  the  Navy  Day  show  was 
something  to  Warm  the  heart  of  old  and 
young  alike.  As  we  have  ccftne  to  expect  of 
our  senior  service  the  poise,  hearing  and 
precision  of  every  officer  and  man  engaged 
was  admirable,  and  every  separate  event  was 
can-led  out  with  despatch  and  clockwork 
action. 

The  R.C.N.  at  Esquimau  has  long  had  a 
special  placf  in  the  hearts  of  Victoria  and 
Saturday’s  splended  showing  entrenched  the 
navy  more  deeply  than  ever.  This  commu- 
nity owes  the  R.C.N.  a special  vote  of  thanks 
for  such  a fine  and  entertaining  program  of 
events.

9 a.m.  to  12  noon— Work  of  some 
sort.

* 7 pm.  to  10  pm.— Bridge  or  the 

movies.

My  friend  says  that  of  course  he 
didn't  need  to  go  [p  all  this  trouble, 
for  he  knew  perfectly  well  these  Indi- 
viduals did  no  serious  reading  and  Just 
glanced  at  the  dally  papers.

The  brunt  of  hi*  complaint,  there- 
forg.  Is  that  people  don't  read  enough, 
meaning  the  kind  of  reading  that  pro- 
vokes deep  thought,  and,  perhaps, 
enriches  the  mind.  He  does  not  be- 
lieve. I lake  it.  that  scrutiny  of  news- 
papers and  populaf  magazines  comes 
under  Ihe  heading  of  real  reading. 

Undoubtedly  these  form  the  bulk  of 
ihe  reading  tkei  fur  many  people,  as 
I he  large  circulation  figure*  of  these 
mediums  attest.  There  are  a variety 
of  reasons  for  this  situation,  the  main 
one  being  the  convenience  and  easy 
cost  of  Journals  of  this  nature  Their 
tempting  nature  makes  them  hard  to 
rr-lst.  whereas  except  for  ihe  book- 
worm or  the  seriou*  student  it  takes 
a positive  effort  to  steep  kmeself  In 
weighty  literature.  My  friend  thinks, 
too.  that  many  manual  worker*  are 
too  tired  alter  a day's  labor  to  do  much 
reading  I should  have  thought  myself 
that  reading  was  a fine  antidote  for 
physical  tiredness.

He  projects  a new  concept  of  reading 
when  he  say*  that  few  people  read 
with  their  ears  or.  apropos  the  same 
idea,  listen  with  their  eye*  This  is 
lo  relate  reading  to  the  absorption  of 
knowledge,  which  of  course  I*  pre- 
\ ~?faMy  what  perusal  of  the  printed  word 
Is.  and  viewed  In  t^la  gui*e  the  ear* 
and  eye*  ran  play  a major  part.  For 
all  of  us  they  may  ta*  doing  so  to  a 
greater  extent  than  !•  realized 

Indeed  the  eye*  and  ears  may  serve 
to  offset  In  considerable  measure  the 
lack  of  sertou*  reading  of  which  my 
friend  complains.  Even  a movie,  if  it 
/be  not  too  vapid;  a sporting  contest, 
in  spite  of  its  rxcitement.  or  the 
impact  of  conversation  or  sound,  if  not 
too  tumuiluous,  may  provoke  In  a 
thoughtful  person  a mental  stir  akin 
in  Value  lo  the  printed  word 

fteadlng  maketh  a full  man.  as  has 
been  well  said,  but  Vo  doe*  experience 
of  various  kinds,  and  without  question 
the  eyes  and  ears,  when  employed  in 
watching  or  listening  and  allied  to 
reflection  on  what  they  see  and  hear, 
ran  supply  food  for  thought  equally 
as  substantial  as  the  mont  learned 
tome«- 

These  founla  of  knowledge  are  not 
to  he  neglected  on  this  account,  but 
neither  are  their  concrete  counterpart* 
to  he  despised.

The  Americans  were  more  than  sur- 
prised Finally  they  concluded  Kehder

and  they  looked  elsewhere 

Actually  Rehder'*  patriotism  In  this 
connection  was  merely  that  he  and  his 
wife  are  Canadian*  and  w ant  lo  remain 
such.  Ttiey  want  thejr  children  io 
grow  up  as  Canadians,  wllh  the  benefit 
of  Canadian  education  And  on  lop  of 
that.  Rehdrr  believe*,  there  are  belter 
upport unilie*  for  him  and  hi*  children 
In  Canada  than  In  the  Cnlled  States.

However,  Neil  Rehiler  is  3tl  year*  old. 
In  the  government  service  he  would 
have  to  wait  12  year*  for  promotion 
too  long,  lie  reasoned,  for  a man  who 
must  provide  for  a growing  family. 

If  In 
that  lime  a suitable  Canadian  oppur

Alter  (nc  lecture  tne  class 
viewed  some  of  the  constellations 
they  had  heard  at>out,  through 
telescopes  loaned  for  the  purpose 
by  members  of  the  society. 

Outdoor  observation  was  con- 
ducted by  society  member  Rob- 
ert Peters  and  under  his  dlrec

GOAT  HERD 

Among  the  bodies  viewed  was 
Boot  Is  the  goat  herd  now 
plainly  visible  in  these  skies.  Its 
chief  star  Is  Arcturus,  one  of  the 
brightest  stars  In  the  heavens, 
and  famous  as  the  source  of  light 
which  was  “collected"  and  used 
to  set  the  wheels  rolling  at  the 
last  Chicago  exhibition. 

Swinging  to  the  eastern  skies 
the  telescope  centred  on  the  Nor- 
thern Crown  a small  constella-1 
tlon  containing  “one  of  the  most 
interesting  variable"  stars  which 
at  rare  interval*,  for  reasons  not( 
known,  drops  from  sight 

Astronomers  say  It  Is  com- 
post'd largely  of  carbon  and  de- 
scribe it  a*  burning  like  “an  old- 
i fashioned,  smoked- up  lamp." 

Farther  east  mill  the  telescope 
picked  out  Hercules,  named  after 
the  hero  of  Creek  mythology 
which  contains  the  second  near 
1 est  globular  cluster  to  earth. 

It  contains  perhaps  100.000 
stars  isunsi  in  one  mass.
